From  the  records  of  Mrs*  Charles  Petit  of  West  Union, Ohio,  I 
secured  information  of  my  great , great, great  grandfather,  John  Black. 

Be  was  an  emigrant  from  Northern  Ireland.  "John  Black’s  name  was  signed 
among  the  twenty  with  Nathaniel  Massie, Deo. 1,1790  at  Maysville  or 
near  Washington, as  one  of  the  settlers  of  Manchester."  From  our 
family  records  I  have  the  names  of  only  two  of  his  children:  Janet 
Black  who  was  born  in  Ireland, and  my  great,  great  grandfather, 

Samuel  Black  Sr. (b. Oct. 16, 1764  in  Ireland;  came  to  the  U.S.  when  6 
yrs.  old;  m.  Hester  (or  Esther)  Conell  (Conel  or  Connel),whe  died 
(Nov.  or)Feb. 1,1865,  aged  69  yrs., 7  mo., 4  da., who  is  buried  at  Stone 
Chapel).  Hester  Conell, his  wife, was  one  of  the  daughters  of  Zechariah 
Conell, famous  founder  ©f  Conellstown, Pennsylvania.  The  Blacks  stopped 
at  Conellstown, Pennsylvania  when  they  came  to  America.

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Samuel  Black  Jr,  (b.Mar.15,1791  in  Penn.)  was  the  son  of 
Samuel  Black  Sr,  and  Hester (Conell)  Black.  His  wife  was  Polly 
(Whaley)  Black.  They  had  a  daughter , Mary  Jane  Black, who  married 
Alfred  Grooms  of  Humboldt , Illinois.  Their  son, James  "Jim”  Grooms 
still  lives  at  Humboldt. 

FAMILY  OF  WILLIAM  BLACK  (b.Mar  .19  ,1793) 

William  Black  (b .Mar. 19 ,1793  in  Penn.)  was  the  son  of  Samuel

Aug. 26 ,1799 } in  Pennsylvania )  was 
the  daughter  of  Samuel  Black  Sr,  and  Hester  (Conell)  Black,  She  and 
her  husband, John  Baird  (christened  1797  in  Penn* according  to  Mr,

census  of  1850.  However  my  records  have  no  mention  of  Hester  J. 
James  C.,  or  Nancy,  other  than  the  census  records  above.

H. Baird, John  Zechariah  Baird , Francis  Asbury  Baird, and  Virginia  (Baird)

John  Zechariah  Baird  (usually  called  Zeohariah)  (c.1833, 

Tiffin  Twp.)  married  Catherine  Easter.  They  lived  at  Humboldt, Illinois. 

Francis  Asbury  Baird  (usually  called  Asbury)  (c.1839;  b.May  3, 

1835 ;d. Mar. 23, 1876 ;  bur. in  Stone  Chapel  Cemetery)  married  Sarah  Jane 
Mowery.  They  had  five  children:  (1)  Mrs .Emma (Baird)  Thoroman  of 
Cincinnati, Ohio, whom  we  saw  in  1909  in  West  Union; (2)  Edna  Olga  Baird; 

(3)  Laura  B. Fields  (b.May  5,1869 ;d. of  stroke , Jan. 25, 1946) .She  married 
Simon  P. Fields, son  of  John  B. Fields.  They  had  four  children:  Jessie 
Angeline  Fields  of  Stone  Chapel; Oris  Fields  of  Martinsville, who  in  turn 
has  four  (2  boys, Oris  and  01an)$(2  gins) »6ra( Fields ) Stewart, wife  of 
Justin  (or  Justus)  Stewart  of  Loveland,phio,  and  Lucile  (Fields)  Harri¬ 
son, wife  of  Sam  Harrison  of  Cincinnati).  (4)  William  MWillienN. Baird 
of  Stone  Chapel  (b. Jan. 23, 1872 jd.Fri.Feb.l, 1946  at  2  A.M.,aged  74  years)* 

On  Dec. 31, 1901, he  married  Minnie  Belle  Crummie  (d. Feb. 26, 1926) .  They  had 
two  children:  (1)  Mrs. Virgil  Miller  of  West  Union, mother  of  Dorothy  Ruth 
Miller;  and  (2)  Orville  Baird  of  Stone  Chapel,  who  married  Thelma  Beatrice 
Baldwin.

Eli  was  the 
son  of  Abraham  Grooms(pvt.  Virginia  militia , Rev. War  )  and  his  wife 
Margaret  Grooms.

d.  Apr. 11, 1877, aged  75  yrs.3  mo.,1  da.jbur.  at  Stone  Chapel)  had  four 
children:

He  had  no  children,  but  he  and  his  first 
wife  adopted  (some  say  "not  adopted, just  reared**)  two  daughters:  Ida 
Grooms,  wife  of  Allan  Morrison,  and  Edith  Grooms  (d. Oct. 31, 1912) . 
Edith  was  the  first  wife  of  Isaac  Newton  "Newt"  Morrison  (b.  near 
Beasley’s  Fork, May  17,1867 ;d. Nov. 16, 1950, aged  83  yrs., 5  mo., 29  da.).

FAMILY  OF  HESTER  (BLACK)  PIATT  (See  next  page) 
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FAMILY  OF  HESTER  (BLACK)  PIATT  (b.July  29,1805) 

Hester  "Hetty"  (Black)  Platt  (b.July  29,1805;  d.Nov.2,1881; 
bur.  in  Stone  Chapel  Cemetery)  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Black  Sr. 
and  Hester  (Conell)  Black.  In  1824, she  married  John  Piatt  (b.  about  1804 
in  Virginia ), son  of  Benjamin  Piatt  and  Polly  (Waddle)  Piatt.  John  Piatt 
was  a  brother  of  Mary  "Old  Polly"  (Piatt)  Black, wife  of  John  Black  (b. 
July  20,1797)  mentioned  above. 

The  Packer  records  state  that  John  Piatt  and  Hester  (Black)Piatt 
had  eleven  children,  but  we  have  the  names  of  only  eight, as  follows: 

(1)  Andrew  Jackson  "Jack"  Piatt  (b.July  14,1825),  who  married 
Elizabeth  Young. 

(2)  Horatio  Piatt  (b. Dec. 28, 1827 ), who  married  Anne  Hayslip. 

(3)  Jane  Amanda  Piatt  (b.May  29, 1830), who  married  Samuel  Mowrer  (Mow- 
rey). 

(4)  John  A.  Piatt  (b. Nov. 7, 1832, Adams  Co., 0.), who  married  Mary 
Bridwell.  Their  daughter  was  Effie  (Piatt)  Joseph. 

(5)  Hester  Margaret  Piatt  (b.1835) .Died  in  a  brush  fire  in  1845. 

(6)  Lewis  Piatt  (b. Jan.  15, 1837) , who  married  Scotty  Ann  Baldwin. 

(7)  Zechariah  Piatt  (b. 1840) .Died  young. 

(8)  Sarah  Elizabeth  Piatt  (b. 1843), who  was  married  Dec. 23, 1871  to 
John  H.W. Thomas.  They  were  the  parents  of  the  late  Mrs.  Charles 
Petit  of  West  Union, Ohio.
